Statement of service for which the decoration has been 
awarded : 

The first Advanced Offshore Patrol Vessel SAMAR (Yard 
1151), one of the largest and most modern ships to be 
inducted in the service, is currently in its final stage of out¬ 
fitting at Goa Shipyard Limited, Goa. On 16th Feb¬ 
ruary, 1994 a major fire broke out in the gun bay of the 
ship. Without caring for his personal safety, Comdt AK Dey 
immediately rushed to the scene of the fire and fought it 
relentlessly in spite of the thick smoke which was making 
it very difficult for any body to enter the compartment. 
With only minor fire fighting equipment and breathing ap¬ 
paratus available, the officer entered the compartment and 
evacuated the trapped unconscious workers. Unmindful of 
the hazards, he also led a search party below decks to 
other smoke filled compartments to look for casualties. 
The prompt action taken by the officer prevented further 
spread of the fire, loss of lives and further damage to the 
ship's equipment and compartments. The gallantry, valour 
and dedication displayed by the officer in the face of grave 
danger to his life was of an exceptionally high order. 

On the 6th June, 1994 a severee cyclonic storm hit the 
Goa Coast which resulted in the grounding of 5 ships includ- 
in a 64,000 DWT bulk carrier "MV SEA TRANSPORTER" 
the Coastal area of Goa came under imminent threat of oil 
pollution from these grounded ships. Regardless of his per¬ 
sonal safety, the officer volunteered for embarking the 
grounded ship by winching down from a helicopter in very 
heavy seas and adverse weather conditions. The Officer 
promptly established a two way communication, assessed 
the damage and took measures for immediate pumping out 
of the oil from the ship. Without regard to his personal 
safety and comfort the officer remained on board the stric¬ 
ken vessel even after a rope way had been established to 
ensure that the oil is discharged with the least possible delay. 
This enabled avoidance of a major oil spill and consequential 
pollution hazards. 

Commandant Abhijit Kumar Dey’s courage, determination, 
total disregard of his personal safety under very difficult 
conditions, high regard for human life, devotion to duty and 
valour are in keeping with the highest traditions of the Indian 
Coast Guard Service. 

The award is made for gallantry under Rule 4(i) and 
(ii) of the Rules governing the award of the President Tatrak- 
shak Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under Rule 5(e) with effect from the 
16th February, 1994.

During May, 1993, the officer was posted to Coast Guard 
Air Squadron Madras and was embarked in Coast Ship 
VAR AHA as the Flight Commander for the helicopter flight 
during the ships’ deployment to A & N Islands. During this 
deployment, he played a significant role in the interception 
of Thai fishing trawlers poaching in the area and their 
apprehension off Tillang Chang Island, 

In November, 1993 the officer was again embarked on 
board “Coast Guard Ship Varaha'' as the flight commander 
for the helicopter flight. During this period the ship was 
deployed in the Northern portion of the Bay of Bengal 
close to the Indo-Bangladesh International Boundary line. 

On 8th November. 1993, Dv. Comdt. Pathania was assig¬ 
ned the task of carrying out an armed air races of the 
area. Intelligence had indicated that a large number of 
foreign fishing vessels were poaching in Indian territorial 
waters. The vessels were reported to be armed, capable of 
high speed and fitted with latest radars, high-tech Radio 
Navigation and Communication equipment, The officer flew 
three sorties and successfully located five poaching vessels 
during the first sortie Itself. On sighting the helicopter the 
trawlers started fleeing at high speed, Tho officer chased 
the vessels and fired warning shot to prevent the trawlers 
from escaping till his ship reached the scene. During the 
second and third soties, the officer was successful in locating 
two more poaching vessels which were also apprehended 
tho same day by CGS VARAHA, During the search, the 
officer flew his helicopter at the extremity or radar coverage 
testing his professional flying skills to its limits. Through¬ 
out the anti-poaching operations Dv. Comdt. Pathania dis¬ 
played a very high degree of competence under challenging 
conditions and meticulously planned the air searches which 
finally resulted in apprehension of the seven poaching vessels 
within a single day.

No. 9-62/93-LI—The President hereby directs that 
following Rule shall be added to the existing POIF Rales 
with immediate effect, namely :- 


44. Settlement of Suicide Cases 


In the event of an Insured person commiting suicide 
anytime after the date of acceptance of the policy 
(whether sane or insane at that lime) and after having 
paid his first premium in full but not after expiry of 
two years from such date of acceptance or payment of 
first premium whichever is later, the policy shall become 
void and no claim whatsoever shall be entertained 
by the Department by virtue of the said policy except 
to the extent of the bonafide beneficial interest which 
any person (other than th; life assured) shall have 
acquired in the said policy for valuable considera¬ 
tion for which on calender month’s notice, previous 
to the death of the insured person, should have been 
given to the Director General, Posts or Chief Post¬ 
master General concerned on his behalf; and provided 
further, that sufficient proof shall have to be produced 
in regard to having acquired such interest in the policy 
to the satisfaction of DG, Posts or Chief Postmaster 
General concerned on his behalf.
